Act of 2023’’ or the ‘‘GROWTH Act of 2023’’. 6

(a) ELIGIBILITY TO PARTICIPATE.—Section 831(f) of 5

  (A) a public institution of higher education, including additional locations, at which the highest awarded degree, or the predominantly awarded degree, is an associate degree; or 
  (B) any Tribal College or University (as defined in section 316 of the Higher Education Act of 1965). .

  (g) Allocation of funds Of the total amount awarded to eligible entities under this section for a fiscal year, the Secretary shall, with respect to a portion of such total amount to be determined by the Secretary, not to exceed 50 percent of such total amount, give priority to eligible entities that are— 
  (1) a junior or community college with an existing nursing program; or 
  (2) a partnership referred to in subsection (f)(1)(D). .
